2. These arms are believed to be going to the Commmnists and possibly to menbers of the 
Darul Islan, as the latter were recently observed with new weapons.

Bagan-siapiapi is 90 percent Chinese,and the Chinese control the customs, 
the police, etc. There is a strong branch of the Overseas Chinese Association 
and a Chinese youth league aes: Both of these organizations have Commmnist 
leanings. j
